ETHIOPIAN RAILWAY STRIKE

1 have ihe honour to report that for the 
hist two weeks the Ethiopian employees of 
the JraneoErbinpi&n Railway have been on 
strike, and at the moment of writing there 
does not appear to he any likelihood of 
an immediate settlement. White I have not 
succeeded in ascertaining the exact de¬ 
mands of the Ethiopian workers (since all 
negotiations have been taking place at 
Diredawa, where the strike first started), 
the general ground for complaint appears 
to be that while the French and other 
European employees of the railway have 
had their salaries doubled, a promise which 
was made on that occasion for similarly 
raising the wages of Ethiopian employees 
has not been carried out. The French give 
as a reason fur this the explanation that 
rec^tmuendatious hi this sense were met mote 
than one wens ion sent to the Ethiopian 
Comptroller of the railway, A to KJdane 
Maiiam, but that with the usual vagueness 
which characterise* (he work of so many 
Ethiopian officials he did not lung about it. 
Whether or not this is true (and if it is the 
the case, the French have been somewhat 
remiss in failing to give publicity to this 
fact), public sentiment appears to be fairly 
strongly on the side of the Ethiopian 
strikers. 

2 The strike appears to have i>een 
organised with a thoroughness that one 
would hardly have expected from Ethio¬ 
pians, This has given rise to the 
suggestion that outside agents may have 
liceti responsible, but so far there has been 
no reliable evidence to substantiate such a 
belief It is certain that the Ethiopian

workers, and also other Ethiopians outside 
the railway have no love for the French 
and speak with some bitterness of their 
behaviour under the Italians; and there 
w&s on unwillingness to strike when the 
opportunity rose. The Ethiopian Govern¬ 
ment, who have, ever since die railway was 
returned to the French on 1st July last 
year, shown them selves unco-operative and 
ready v> embarrass the management in 
many small matters, were doubtless at- the 
beginning not sorry to see the French faced 
with this difficulty, J understand that 
when the Minister of Finance had to visit 
Dirt-daw a on another matter* the French 
authorities there appealed to him to use his 
good offices to settle the strike, but he de¬ 
clined to interfere. There are, however, 
now' indications that the Ethiopian Govern¬ 
ment are t hem selves not a little concerned 
alumt the situation. This is indeed the first 
serious strike that has occurred on such a 
scale and in a major organisation. It is 
rumoured that the employees of the 
Ministry of Posts, Telephones and Tele¬ 
graphs are ready also to strike; and I 
understand that they, above all other 1 em¬ 
ployees in Addis Ababa, would have every 
justification for doing so. 

3. But apart from the rights and wrongs 
of this particular dispute, it is, 1 think, 
legitimate to look on this strike on the rail¬ 
way as symptomatic of the general unrest 
arising from the unsettled financial and 
economic conditions to which I referred in 
my despatch 128 of I9th November

ETHIOPIAN RAILWAY STRIKE: TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 


Mr. Farqtthar to Mr. Her in.

With reference la m\ telegram "So. 199 
of HHb March regarding the settlement of 
the strik. the Franco-Ethiopian Rail¬ 

way which commenced m the beginning of 
January, 1 have the honour to report that 
according to information supplied by M. 
Gerbul, the director of the railway, the 
men have now gone Isai-k to w ork on terms 
which differ little from the company's 
original offer, namely, a 20 per cent, in¬ 
crease in wages for the higher grade staff 
and a 30 per cent, i net-ease for unskilled 
or coolie labour. 

2. A commission, which is lo conclude its 
deliberations within six months, is to lie 
set up to deal with certain other demands 
of the Ethiopian employees, which include 
equal treatment with European employees 
in the same grades; the provision of ade¬ 
quate housing; the provision of medical 
services and hospital treatment , leave with 
pay; and the provision of pensions after 
fifteen years service. 

3, As regards assimilation M. Gerbal 
said that the company was willing to accept 
thi* in principle provided that Ethiopian 
employees could pass a written examine 
lion which would prove that they were 
competent to carry out the same work as 
European employees in a similar grade. 
The strike lommiUee has. it is understood, 
accepted this condition, although it is 
realised that few 1 , if any, Ethiopian em¬ 
ployees have vet reached the minimum 
educational standard. As regards the 
provision of adequate housing aecouimoda- 
Iion l.he company are equally prepared t J1

provide these facilities, but point out that 
the housing problem is as acute here as it 
is in many other countries, As far as the 
provision of medical ami hospital treat¬ 
ment was concerned the company, whilst 
accepting this demand to principle, pointed 
out they could not he expected to send all 
unskilled and coolie labour to hospitals 
which in the main cater to European 
patients. As far as leave with pay and 
f je us ions after fifteen years service are con¬ 
cerned the company have accepted the first 
demand subject to the elaboration of 
suitable conditions, but contend that the 
minimum period of service for pension 
rights is too short. 

4. k is difficult Lo resist die conclusion 
that this strike, which has lasted for over 
two months and which could have been 
settled in a few days, was not deliberately 
prolonged by a group id’ interested parties 
in the Ethiopian Government for political 
reasons. In the event, all that they have 
succeeded in doing has Ixren to inflict con¬ 
siderable economic damage on their country 
Their aim, in which they were not s acce ss - 
fij], was to drive the French company out 
of business and take over the railway and 
try to run it ns a purely Ethiopian concern, 
oblivious of the fact that Ethiopians are 
totally incapable of running or maintain- 
jug any service which necessitates technical 
nr mechanical knowledge or experience.

Hern u" Of Political Events in Ethiopia 
in 1949 

At the end of 11141* the internal 
administration of Ethiopia had made 
little advance from the position as 
described in the review of events for 1945. 
There has been no notable improvement in 
administrative organisation, but &i the 
same time there lias been no serious 
deterioration. Some of the Ministries, 
mainly those whose functions are not 
directly related to the amount of money 
available for expenditure on development, 
have made more progress than others such 
as the Ministries of Communications and 
of Posts anti Telegraphs, which continue 
to lie handicapped by inadequate funds. 
The Ministry for Foreign Affairs suffered 
throughout the year from Sack of stuff. 
The Vice -Minister was away in Europe for 
the greater part of the time while the 
Director-General suddenly left, m May, for 
Egypt where he had been posted Charge 
d J Affaires on the death of the Ethiopian 
M i tl ister ihere. The Acting Viee-Min ister 
has proved himself ineffective, small 
minded and devoid of intelligence, and the 
position became such that, except on purely 
formal occasion^ it has been found pre¬ 
ferable for the legation U> have direct 
contact With other Ethiopian Ministries in 
ordci to get anything done. 

2. Parliament has continued to show 
itself ineffectual; the newly-Appointed 
1'resident, on taking up his duties, made a 
well-Worded speech reminding the Deputies 
of I heir responsibilities- This gave some 
hopes of a greater activity on the purl of 
the Chamber. They proved, however, 
illusory and the Deputies relapsed into 
their usual torpor. In the country’s 
present state of political development, the 
existence of a Parliament is merely 
" window dressing/' 

3. The Emperor during the year has 
continued the \\ohvy of giving more 
responsibility to his Ministers. The main 
reasons for this would appear to W three- 
fold Firstly„ the increasing amount of 
work repdting from the expansion of the 
Administration makes it impossible for the 
Emperor to deal with matter* himself to 
the same extent as hitherto; secondly, 
advancing age—lie is noticeably rather 
tired now; and thirdly, the* fmt that 
neither of his sons, at least m long as he 
himself is on the throne, can attempt to 
assume a really active role in the govern- 
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meat of the country. It is questionable 
whether either the Crown Prince or the 
Duke of Flarar would ever be competent to 
direct affairs with the same force, vigour 
and wisdom as the Emperor has done. 
They do not look to be made of the same 
stuff. However, they are both young and 
should gain experience with the passage 
of time. It is not impossible that when, in 
due course, the Emperor is gathered to Ins 
father* and his dominating influence 
removed, one or the other may prove of 
sufficient force and stature to be of real 
service to their country but in the very 
nature of things, it seams unlikely that 
they will ever be called upon to lead, guide 
and direct the Administration in the saute 
way as their father lias done. 

4. The Council of Ministers have been 
obliged, by the Emperor's attempt to decen¬ 
tralise mentioned above, to lake more 
decisions on their own responsibility 
during the past year. Their failure, how¬ 
ever, during the last four months of 1946, 
which correspond to the first four months 
of the Ethiopian year 1939. lo pass the 
draft budget, has hampered the work of 
all departments of lhe Government which 
have latterly had to work on a basis of 
provisional twelfth-parts of the lass 
budget. As the budget for 193* (Ethio¬ 
pian year) was practically unchanged from 
that for the preceding year, ii will U- 
realised that tlae Administration is hope 
lessly hampered as regards finance and the 
development of the country has thereby 
been retarded, 

5. Although it cannot 1 m? said that there 
has been any marked progress in provincial 
administration, the Government has some 
cause for self-congratulation in that 
security, by Ethiopian standards, has been 
good and there have been no overt signs 
re' unrest The north remains a potential 
centre of trouble, end it is to lie regretted 
that the Emperor dees not scud to the Tig re 
administrators with a higher reputation 
for integrity and ability. Has Ababa 
Ariigai, Governor-General of Tigre, is. of 
course, a national hero and thereby en joys 
a wide popularity which offsets to some 
extent his failing* as tin administrator 
Educational facilities throughout the pro 
vinces have been slightly increased. On 
the other hand, mads and communications 
generally have been neglected, mainly on 
account of lack of fund- but in addition, 
the Government has been unable to obtain 
the ro^dmaking machinery required, 

6. The Ethiopian army, which now has a 

strength of just over 1,009 officers *md 

c* 2 
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1H.270 other ranks, including boys, has 
made some slight progress in organisation. 
Two divisions have now been formed, each 
of four brigades. The headquarters of the 
first is in Addis Ababa, under the com 
mand of Brigadier Abiyye Ababa, who is 
at the sjime time the Acting Vice-Minister 
for War. and of the second At Dessie, under 
Brigadier AMVm The divisional staiTs 
were just beginning to function at the end 
of the year. British officers have now been 
withdrawn from all units smaller than ft 
brigade and have officially ceased to hold 
-any executive authority, retaining only an 
advisory capacity. Nevertheless, in prac¬ 
tice, those British officers in the more 
technical positions have, virtually, execu¬ 
tive power as it will be a long time before 
the Ethiopian army will be able to run their 
own technical services. The British 
Militars Mission has suffered throughout 
the year from a too rapid turnover in staff 
owing to rei w i re a [id lea ve schernes. Maj or - 
General Cot tom and his officer* continue to 
enjoy the favour of the Emperor and there 
would appear to be some grounds for hope 
that, if the Ethiopian Government 
denounces the 1944 agreement, it will ask 
for the mission to remain. Ia the course 
nf the year General Cot tarn was asked to 
produce a scheme for the complete re¬ 
equipment of the army with British 
material l he scale on which it was at 
first suggested by the Ethiopian authorities 
that this should be done was, to say the 
least of it T excessive After General 
C ottam had brought it down to reasonable 
proportions there still remained a list of 
equipment estimated to cost Elf mill ton 
sterling. This was submitted to the 
Emperor, since when nothing more has been 
heard of the matter. It is possible that the 
high hopes which had been placed on 
reparations from Italy having proved vain, 
st has Iseen found necessary to reconsider 
the whole question. 

7. Early in the year the Emperor 
admitted to His Majesty's Chargd 
d'A(fairs that lie intended to dispense with 
the services of the British officers who ever 
since the liberation had been responsible 
for the argument ion of the Ethiopian 
pqlioe Force. The Argument be advanced 
that most of the officers were shortly 
leaving and it vms unlikely that good 
replacements would be forthcoming was 
difficult to refute. He was, he said, pro¬ 
posing u> replace the British officers with 
Swedes. A certain number of Swedes duly 
arrived and assumed charge nf the Police 
Train mg School At the end of Juue. how¬ 


ever, there was a complete reversal of 
policy. The legation were informed that 
the Ethiopian Government had decided to 
expand the police force so as to cover the 
whole country instead of the principal 
towns oulj and to place the- new organisa¬ 
tion under British officers. The expanded 
force would absorb the 15,000 members of 
the irregular territorials who had not lieen 
taken into tlie regular army. The total 
strength would comprise some 18..DO0 
Ethiopians with 18 British officers. The 
fxkst over five years was estimated at 
£8 mi Hi effi sterling, which the Ethiopian 
Government had hopes of obtaining from 
His Majesty ^ Government, Colonel Banks, 
who left in August for the I nked King¬ 
dom on leave, is attempting to recruit the 
necessary officer*. It is not yet known 
whether he ha* met with any success; he 
had no success in obtaining a loan of 
£>; million. 

8. From the commercial and economic 
standpoint the most important event 
during the year was the resumption of con¬ 
trol over the rail wns by the Franco 

Ethiopian Railway Company <>n 1st July. 
This led to a considerable Increase in traffic 
and. since the greater part of the available 
freight space had previously been reserved 
for priority goods, made n proportionately 
greater space available for ordinary com¬ 
mercial freight. Meanwhile some improve¬ 
ment in the tyre iwjsition made road traffic 
easier which in its turn contributed to 
greater freedom of commerce. The 
increased movement of trade was, however, 
followed by n rise in prices. The autumn 
of 1946 probably saw Ethiopian exports at 
their |>enk, Since the summer of 1945, 
when the new Ethiopian currency was in¬ 
troduced, the State Bank has followed a 
polirv of withdrawing ns many Maria 
Theresa dollars from circulation as possible 
and moreover, there has been at the same 
time a movement of Maria Theresa dollars 
out of Ethiopia into other countries in the 
Red Sen area With the increased momen¬ 
tum of trade the demand for this coinage 
within the country naturally rose, ami the 
exchange value went up by the end of 
October to over 4^. compared with the 
average of about 3* Since the. Maria 
Theresa dollar was in current use in the 
country markets and even to some degree 
in the capital itself, the lower ranks of 
Government employees and notably of the 
army, who were paid in Ethiopian dollars, 
found the purchasing value of their salaries 
had diminished and discontent became 
widespread. The Government therefore 
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decided to ban the use of Maria Theresa 
dollars and followed this up at the end of 
Dei ember by requiring them to be surren¬ 
dered against; Ethiopian dollars at a rate 
of ;i*., l*fi Ethiopian dollars, to one 
Maria Theresa dollar. Although they may 
succeed in getting the Ethiopian off-cent 
piece accepted In place of the Maria 
Theresa dollar to a greater degree than the 
pessimists have predicted, this latest move 
is liable to have an adverse effect nu 
production and delivery from the provinces. 

9. The shortage of cotton piece goods, 
the essential commodity on which the 
whole economy of the country principally 
depends, continued throughout 4946. En¬ 
couraged by improved trade figures in the 
latter part of the year and by the consider¬ 
able demand for Ethiopian cereals which 
developed on account of the general world 
shortage, the Minister of Commerce im¬ 
posed in November a system of export 
licences for cereals and oil seeds with the 
intention of making applicants undertake 
to import cotton goods against cereals 
exported. This policy proved abortive in 
that, instead of increasing the import of 
cotton goods of which there was a world 
shortage, it only led to a falling off of 
exports of cereals and oil seeds. It could 
not in fact be hoped that Ethiopian trade 
would continue to benefit indefinitely from 
the special conditions which obtained last 
autumn and nothing could be more ill-timed 
at this juncture than any Mud of restrictive 
pol icy, 

I u The Ifhh December, 1946, the date 
on which either party to the Anglr<-Ethio¬ 
pian AgrocmenI of l£Mh December. 1044. 
could give three months' notice to terminate 
the agreement, pasted without the Efchio 
pi:m Government giving such notice. That 
it did not do so was not a 1 together unex¬ 
pected. since its future policy a watts a final 
decision by the Great Powers regarding the 
disposal of the former Italian colonies. 
Until Ethiopia knows what, if any. accre¬ 
tion of territory she is likely to receive, or 
where her frontiers will lie and whether 
thev will include any ports, the Govern¬ 
ment cannot well follow any other than a 
dav to-day foreign policy. Not un¬ 
naturally the decisions at the Paris Con 
ferenoe proved somewhat disappointing to 
Ethiopia. Having originally pul in a 
claim for reparations to the amount of 
£JR5 million sterling, even if the Govern¬ 
ment only expected to receive a proportion 
of this sum, they can hardly have anti¬ 
cipated being given no more than fcfi 
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million. It had also been hoped that 
Eritrea would uot be included under the 
decision to postpone any final agreement on 
the Italian colonies for one year and the 
Government had indeed lobbied to this cud. 
It must, however; be admitted that it took 
these disappointments calmly; other coun¬ 
tries complained mote loudly than Ethiopia 
that they had lieen harshly treated. At 
the conference itself Ethiopia flirted with 
all and sundry, being anxious to obtain 
support from all sides. Blattengheta 
Lorenzo Tuezaz was elected chairman of 
the Credentials Committee of the con¬ 
ference and the Ethiopian delegation also 
provided the rapporteur for the Military 
Commission, functions which they are 
understood tu have filled satisfactorily. 

11. The year has seen sin improvement on 
balance in Anglo-Ethiopian relations. The 
Secretary of State’s declaration of support 
for Ethiopia's claim to Eritrea provided 
perhaps litc greatest stimulant towards this 
improvement. It coincided with a realisa¬ 
tion on the part of the Ethiopian Govern¬ 
ment that it was more likely to profit from 
being on good terms with Bis Majesty's 
Government than with any other Power. 
This realisation may lx- attributed in large 
part to Ethiopia's relatively unsatisfactory 
relations with many other countries. There 
is no doubt that the Emperor and his 
officials have shown a greater tendency to 
seek British advice during the course of 
1946 and to look on such advice, and cm 
British policy generally, with less suspicion 
than for some time past. Unfortunately it 
has not been easy to Nike full advantage of 
th is improvement in relations owing to the 
departure of some of the British advisors 
to the Ethiopian administration Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Dallas left his poet with the 
Mini story of the Interior to return home, 
three more British officers serving with the 
Ethiopian police have taken up other 
appointments on the expiry of their con¬ 
tracts and the former President of the 
High Court and the other British judge 
also went home. Furthermore it is expec ted 
that two other ad visers, the inspector in the 
Ministry of Education and the technical 
director of the Telephone Service will leave 
early in 1947. Some of these departures 
have Ijet'ii offset hy the arrival from the 
United Kingdom of ?i new British Presi¬ 
dent of the High Court and another judge 
but there has been a considerable diminu¬ 
tion on balance. The commissioner of 
police while on leave in England is trying 
to raise n further team of British officers 

D* 
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for the police and the Ethiopian Govern¬ 
ment has been attempting: to obtain two 
more British judges, a British legal adviser 
and a financial adviser. The latter is indeed 
badly needed, and the Government is 
understood to lie trying to seen re the return 
of Mr. Stafford, w ho served here previously 
in the same capacity. Finally the munici¬ 
pality arc endeavouring to engage a 
nredieal officer of health and a town 
enginecei*. Unfortunately the contract 
which the Government has hitherto been 
offering to advisers has proved unsatis¬ 
factory. In particular it left open the 
question of housing and transport, both of 
which are serious problems in Ethiopia. A 
new form of contract which it is hoped 
mav be more acceptable to possible candi¬ 
dates from the I’nited Kingdom has Iwen 
drawn up hv the legation and it is hoped to 
persuade the Ethiopian Government to 
accept it. 

12. Little progress can be recorded 
during the year in connexion with ques¬ 
tions of boundary rectifications. These 
consist of (1) the Baro Salient, (2) the 
northern and western lowland districts of 
Eritrea, (3) the Zeita corridor and the 
Ogaden. and (4) the district of Moya 1 e. 
The first which has been n matter of dis¬ 
cussion, intermittently, for n number of 
years, has little political significance, being 
an adjustment to make the frontier con¬ 
form with physical and ethnographical 
feature and to facilitate tribal adminis¬ 
tration. At one time there was a sugges¬ 
tion of an exchange, the Sudan to obtain 
the Baro Salient while Ethiopia would 
receive the Ilembi triangle to the south¬ 
ward as a tfniff pro quo. This has, how¬ 
ever. been tacitly dropped. Itt June the 
Emperor sent a message to the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs that he was 
ready to meet the wishes of His Majesty's 
Government and to have a boundary com¬ 
mission immediately to demarcate the new 
frontier on the ground, In September a 
memorandum was handed to the Ethiopian 

Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs in Paris 
recording this offer and enquiring whether 
the Ethiopian Government would agree to 
the Government of the Sudan pursuing 
the matter through the Legation in Addis 
Ababa No reply had been received to this 
hy tin* end of the year. Meanwhile, the 
Egyptian Government, showing, in con¬ 
nexion with negotiations for a new treaty 
to replace the 1936 one, a morbid interest 
in nnv matter touching the Sudan, had 
been quick to question the propriety of 


Anglo-Ethiopian bilateral discussions 
having been started on even such a rela¬ 
tively unimportant mutter ns the Baro 
Salient. 

13. The second question is n more com¬ 
plicated one. The Egyptian Government 
has shown a desire tn resuscitate on behalf 
of the Sudan, .in old claim to Mnsstwa and 
has indicated that it would not be pre¬ 
pared to accept an unilateral attempt by 
FI is Majesty's Government to negotiate 
any alteration of frontiers in Eritrea 
affecting the Sudan, There are grounds 
for tielieving that the resuscitation by 
Egypt of this old claim is intended in be 
used as a bargaining counter in connexion 
with negotiations- for n concession to build 
a dam at Lake Tsana for the control of 
the waters of the Blue Nile. The Emperor 
has let it be known that he has no use for 
any part of Eritrea which does not include 
Asmara and Massmva The Governor 
General at Khartoum, for his part, has 
stated that the Sudan places a continua¬ 
tion of good relations with Ethiopia before 
am acquisition of territory in Eritrea but 
would., if such a solution war considered 
generally desirable, be prepared to lake 
over the ad m i ni et ralion of thc westcrn and 
northern lowland districts of Eritrea 
which .1 re mainly inhabited by Moslem 
tribes who have affinities with their neigh¬ 
bours in the KassaIa province of the 
Sudan. The decision of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers to postpone any settle¬ 
ment of the future of the former Italian 
colonies until one year after the signature 
nf the treaty of peace with Italy inevitably 
postponed any decision regarding the 
future boundaries of Eritrea for a similar 
period. 

14. When a proposal, which has since 
been dropped, was put forward at the 
Paris Conference for a Greater Somalia, 
the Ethiopian reaction was unfavourable 
on the grounds that any question concern¬ 
ing the Ogaden territory wns purely one 
for Ethiopia and Great Britain. In Tune 
the Emperor caused to be conveyed to the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affaire a 
proposal that in exchange for a corridor 
about 109 miles wide to Zeila fie would be 
prepared to agree to a boundary rectifica¬ 
tion of British Somaliland which would 
■solve the vexed question of aca&ss to 
grazing grounds for the tribes. This idea, 
which in effect was u rehash by the Em¬ 
peror of certain proposals which had 
Ihth-fi put. forward during tlie negotiations 
for a treaty in 1935. was examined in 
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Loudon where it w*ts considered the pro 
loosed corridor was unnecessarily wide and 
that the area of the Ogaden offered to 
British Somaliland was also greater than 
need lie. An alternative proposal was 
drawn up providing for a corridor about 20 
miles wide and for a smaller slice of the 
Ogatlen, hut including a part of the Re¬ 
served Area and the town of Jigjiga. This 
alternative was only communicated to the 
Ethiopian authorities in very general 
terms hut produced the reaction from the 
Emperor that he could not entertain any 
idea of giving up Jtgjign which was his¬ 
torically an integral part of Ethiopia. On 
the 16th December fits Majesty's Minia¬ 
te t handed to the Emperor a map show ing 
the latest British proposals. Nothing fur¬ 
ther transpired up to the end of the year. 

15 The frontier rectification between 
Ethiopia and Kenya, which is, like the 
Baro Salient, of little political significance 
but more in the nature of an administra¬ 
tive adjustment in connexion with grazing 
and water rights, was adopted in principle 
by the Emperor in his message to the 
Secretary of state in dune, when he also 
expressed his readiness to receive a 
Iwjudary commission tn delimit the 
frontier on the ground. This question was 
included in the memorandum handed to 
the Ethiopian Vice-Minister for Foreign 
Affairs in Paris in September but has 
likewise remained unanswered so that no 
progress had been made by the end of the 
yea r. 

Its, The must serious incident which 
tended to cloud Anglo-Ethiopian relations 
was provided by the high-handed action of 
the Minister of the Interior when in July 
his department deported 91 Italians and 
130 Yemenis over the Eritrean border in 
spite nf the fact that they had received 
prior advire from the legation that any 
such action on their part would be viewed 
with extreme disfavour by the British 
authorities. The Ethiopian Government 
was informed that they would be held 
responsible for all expenditure which the 
British authorities in Eritrea might be 
obliged to incur in connection with these 
deportees. An impertinent reply was 
returned that i be Government reserved the 
right to decline such responsibility, Tf the 
Ethiopians are allowed to get away with 
this they may well be tempted to repeat the 
maniHivre in the future These deporta¬ 
tions naturally caused alarm among the 
remaining Italian population and there 
has since been n steady exodus of Italians 
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from Ethiopia, lit certain cnees, namely, 
Italian doctors, the Government have tried 
to persuade them to stay by giving them 
assurances of fair treatment. But such 
assurances carry little weight and in 
general there is no indication of any real 
change in the Ethiopian attitude or in 
their ultimate aim to be rid of as many 
Italians as possible. This is io be regretted 
in that it is clear that Italy, whatever her 
past sins politically, is better placed to 
provide technicians and skilled artisans 
willing to accept a standard of living 
which the economy of the country can bear 
than airy other European country. At one 
moment the question of the protection of 
Italian interests in Ethiopia by Some- 
Foreign Power, at least until the signature 
of the Pence Treaty, was n subject of dis¬ 
cussion, Find it was decided it would he 
beat that some small power, such as 
Sweden, should undertake this task. The 
Italian Government were advised accord¬ 
ingly. but b\ the end of the year nothing 
bud been done to make the necessary 
arrangement?, 

3 7 The downward trend of American 
popularity, which had already commenced 
in 1945, continued The failure of the 
I'nited States to give the desired support 
to Ethiopian claims at the Paris Con¬ 
ference caused disappointment, and when 
the Americans offered a loan of 3 million 
tinted States dollars at 3 per rent, in¬ 
terest for expenditure on goods of a capital 
nature only, although it was eventually 
accepted, it aroused no enthusiasm and 
there was indeed a time when it seemed 
possible it might be refused, The Ameri¬ 
can Legation have not been very successful 
in arresting this coolingoff of relations. 

1*. Although a Swedish Legation was 
opened early in the year in charge of a 
charge d affairs responsible to the 
Swedish Minister in Cairo, there are signs 
that Lhe Swedish honeymoon is likewise 
coming to an end Criticism of the 
Swedish Advisers has been heard among 
Ethiopians, who have discovered that an 
exclusively North-European background is 
not ideal for work with African peoples. 
Moreover there was discontent on the side 
of the Swedes, who had not expected the 
empty promises, the dilatoriness, the lack 
of co-operation and suspicion, which all 
advisers in the Near East have to contend 
with. Major-Gene ml T.-mun returned to 
Sweden towards the end of the year, 
leaving the mission attached to the Im¬ 
perial Guard under the command of a 
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major, who was promoted to limit.-coloneL 
Whereas the year starlet with n steady 
inward flow of Swedish technicians, the 
movement was later on reversed and several 
of them have left while those remaining 
do so with a considerable feeling of in¬ 
security. 

iy Relations between idie French and 
the Ethiopians cannot be said to have made 
much progress since the end of 1945. The 
nogoti at joins on the fixing of the French 
Somaliland frontier continued throughout 
lf)4H and. by the end of the year, the 
French, alternately exercising considerable 
restraint and losing patience, had suc¬ 
ceeded in reaching agreement in principle 
on ihe whole line of the frontier. It has, 
however, still to he demarcated on the 
ground, and the agreement thereafter 
ratified. Since there are no indications of 
the prerequisite being carried out the post- 
requisile cannot he expected for some 
considerable time. Negotiations on the 
Franco Ethiopian Railway finally resulted 
in two agreements being signed on 4th 
May. one of them establishing the con¬ 
ditions under which the French company 
should take over the responsibility for 
running the railway for the time being 
without prejudice to the eventual settle¬ 
ment of disputes outstanding between the 
company and the Ethiopian Government, 
ami the second laying down the method® by 
which the outstanding disputes should be 
settled. This provided for direct negotia¬ 
tions between the company and the Govern¬ 
ment, any questions still outstanding at the 
end of five months* ?'.*%, by 4th October, to 
be decided by two arbitrators. It was inter 
agreed that the period for direct negotia¬ 
tion should be prolonged and it is under¬ 
stood that the new date on which disputes 
are to he referred to arbitration is the 31st 
May. 1947- In accordance with the Anglo- 
Ethfopian Agreement of 1944* AS soon as 
the French and Ethiopian Governments 
had agreed on conditions for the operation 
of the railway in the immediate future the 
British Military Adm initiation trans¬ 
ferred control over the Ethiopian section 
to the Franco Ethiopian Railway Com¬ 
pany. The handover proceeded very 
smoothly and the French management later 
expressed appreciation of the manner in 
which it was carried out Since the French 
took over, the railway bis profited from 
unified control and traffic over the remain¬ 
ing six months of the year increased by 
almost 109 per cent the need to raise 
freight and passenger rates from the very 


low’ level which bad been sufficient to cover 
the working expenses of the British Mili¬ 
tary Admin i at ration, and the immediate 
steps taken by the French to apply the same 
rates as were already in fort* on that part 
of the line inside French Somaliland, 
entailing as it did m some cases a IDO per 
cent, increase, caused much dissatisfaction 
in Ethiopian circles, There has further 
been a lack of co-operation on the part of 
the Ethiopian official® which augurs ill for 
the future of the railway. It should be 
added, in justice to the Ethiopians, that 
the new freight rates will add to the diffi 
unities of Ethiopian exports and it must lie 
admitted thru the French railway manage¬ 
ment do not appear fully to realise that 
Ethiopia in l&4b u not the same Ethiopia 
that thev knew under Haile Selassie in 
1&34, 

20, The Russian Legation has been 
working hard bo improve its position and T 
white the rest)Its have hardly been commen¬ 
surate with the effort involved, it would be 
dangerous to assume that nothing lias been 
achieved Soviet ideology is unlikely to 
have much appeal to the governing class 
of an almost feudal state, and the 
11 proletariat r * is riot sufficiently politically 
conscious to provide receptive ground for 
t l ie seeds of Sov i et propago nd a. IS ev erth e 
less, the Russians are now well established 
in the country. During the year a team of 
Soviet doctors arrived to staff a hospital in 
Addis Ababa. The Ethiopian Government 
wto provide the building, and the 
Russian Government the equipment and 
personnel The extremely slow progress on 
the building—it will still be some months 
before it is completed—h&& somewhat dis¬ 
couraged the doctors and they found their 
efforts to utilise the period of waiting by 
teaching Russian to Ethiopian medical 
students were frustrated by tin Govern¬ 
ment. Once the hospital is finished, how¬ 
ever, and the doctors start work, U will be 
difficult tor the latter T who will not hold 
I he purse strings, te get rid of them with¬ 
out giving offence to the Soviet Govern¬ 
ment. There is noticeable activity on the 
part of the Soviet Commercial AttaehA 
White he m apparently unversed in the. 
ways of normal commercial practice, he is 
painstaking in making his existence 
known, and although most of his offers are 
extravagant and meet with little success, 
from time to time be finds n purchaser, and 
he keeps his country’s products before the 
merchants' eyes, lie has also, after some 
initial failure, succeeded in arranging lor 
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the regular exhibition of Russian films 
The staff of the Russian Legation has 
increased to four officials and sundry 
unspecified members of the staff, 

21 * Ethiopian relations with Egypt 
could hardly be worse. The Egyptian 
Minister who was nominated in the spring 
has never come to his post, and the legation 
remains under a chnrg^ d’affaires. Nego¬ 
tiations continued during the early part of 
tiie year in an effort to settle the long out¬ 
standing dispute between the Ethiopian 
Church and the Patriarchate of 
Alexandria, but, after a lirial visit to Addis 
Ababa by Dr. Ai Minawi Pasha, negotia¬ 
tions were broken off in August, The 
Egyptians had proposed that the differ¬ 
ences between the two churches should be 
the subject of study by two Ethiopian and 
two Coptic men of learning, who would 
submit their findings to the Holy Synod or 
to the Patriarch for n final decision. In 
the meanwhile, the Ethiopian bishops due 
tn Ik 1 eonser-rated were to sign the usual 
undertaking not to ordain other bishops, 
at least until a decision had been reached 
in the matter. This prc]x&al was not 
acceptable to the Ethiopian Church, the 
situation has now reached the point where 
the latter must either give In to ihe 
Alexandria Patriarchate or break com 
pletelv with the Coptic Church. The 
emperor was understood to be anxious to 
avoid the latter and so the matter remained 
in abeyance for the rest of the year. On 
the political side the Ethiopians reacted at 
once to the Egyptian claim (on l*half of 
the Sudan) to the port of Msisssawa and the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs issued a 
strongly worded communique of protest on 
the occasion of the Speech from the Throne 
in, the Egyptian Parliament, in which this 
claim was mentioned. One result of the 
jvoor relations between the two countries: 
lias been that the Ethiopians now sympa¬ 
thise with any Sudani reluctance to unite 
with Egypt under a common sovereignty. 

22, The final paragraph of the review 
for 1945 set nut in concise form the prob¬ 
lems standing in l he way of the progress 
and development of Ethiopia. t.e > the need 
for wider education and more t re mod 
a d mi rust raters. T h ese p rob! em s re rnn in as 
pressing to day as they were a year ago. 
There is. however, no rapid solution and 


any attempt to force the pace is only likely 
to lead to worse confusion. If the country 
in the cemrse of the year has made no 
spectacular leap forward, the Administra¬ 
tion has been gaining experience, and the 
younger generation some education. The 
course of future development is difficult to 
predict. Il depends principally on the 
way in which Ethiopia can weather the 
economic storms which ure hound to beset 
her in the next few years. Since 1935 she 
has existed in purely artificial economic 
conditions, both favourable to her. first the 
dosed Fascist economy, and then wartime 
conditions. In the coining years she will 
have difficulty in finding the foreign 
exchange necessary to pay for essential im¬ 
ports, for foreign advisers and for the 
mnth;nery ileccKsary for de ve!opment. But 
apart from these economic and financial 
handicaps there are other far tors which 
militate against Ethiopia's apparent desire 
to transform itself in a hurry into a modern 
State. Not only is there a dearth of trained 
—or even semi-trained—administrators, 
but there is a complete lack of tei huhAnna, 
At the moment all their technical sendees 
are almost without except inn managed, 
maintained and serviced by foreigners. 
This complete lack of all techul a! talent is 
not due to the fact that there are no facili¬ 
ties for technical education, but to rhe 
average Ethiopian’s innate and over¬ 
men i ltg superiority comp 1 ex, All forms < if 
manual lali-our are iieneath him. Tie 
fancies himself as a warrior, but despises a 
worker. As far ns the staffing of the 
administrative machine is concerned the 
emperor was forced to follow a policy 
which was adopted with doubtful success 
in other countries. Some of the plums of 
office still remain in the hands of the 
** patriots' 1 —in other words prominent 
performers iu the Resistance movement. It 
has yet to ho proved, in this country’ as in 
others, whether « certain aptitude for 
sabotage is the best training ground for 
administrative ability. Until the Ethio¬ 
pians realise that modern civilisation is a 
highly complex piece of machinery, and 
that if thev want to make it work they must 
for some lime to come rely upon and accept 
exjjerl foreign advice and guidance and 
assistance, their progress and development 
may well Iw slow.

With inference to my despatch No. 188 
of 19th November, 1946. I have the honour 
to transmit herewith copies of statements 
showing the balances of interna lion a I pay¬ 
ments of Ethiopia foi the years 1937 and 
193^ EC it he years ending 10th Septem¬ 
ber, 19471, and lOth September, 1949. 
respectively). These statements in their 
final form have been prepared by the 
American statistician employed by the 
Suite Bank of Ethiopia, and they were 
given to me in strict confidence, since they 
have noi yet been published. 

2 The statement far 1937 E.C* sets out 
in considerably fuller detail, and with some 
modifications, the figures which were trans¬ 
mit^-': to you in Mr, Sarellk despatch 
No, 9 1C. of 12th January, 1949 The gross 
favourable balance, which was then 
reported as £390.289, Item now l»mi effci- 
mated at £399,100 The new figures show 
that of the inward non-trade items. 
£1 192.000 whs made up of credits, of 
which all but a very small sum of £24,800. 
advanced by the Export-Import Bank, 
were made available under lend-loose. Of 
this. 80 per cent, was iwed for currency 
purposes when the new Ethiopian mirreni/v 
was issued in July 1945. On the same 
occasion over 11 million East African 
shillings were withdrawn from circulation 
and shipped to East Africa for the pur¬ 
chase of investments for the currency fund, 
the balance of the investments for this 
purpose being met out of the other prin¬ 
cipal inward items—gold and Maria 
Theresa dollars exported. The remaining 
item of note on the inward side 11 Other 
under other current receipts, is nmde up 
largely by the final payment by ills 
Majesty’s Government of the Ethiopian 
subsidy, amounting to £191,576. 

3. The statement of balance for 1938 
E.C {ending 1 fith September. 1946) shows 
a gross adverse balance of £41*4.900 com¬ 
pared with a net adverse balance of trade 
(not including gold) of £466.600, Of the 
total inward non-trade items amounting u* 
some £3 million, nearly £900.000 was 
obtained from the *ile of gold and the 
export of Maria Theresa dollars, while 
£1,500,000 worth of Ea&t African shillings 
were sent to Nairobi in the same way as in 


she previous year, and approximately 
£300,000 was obtained from credits, 

4 In strong contrast to the previous 
year, Only £26,300 of credits was supplied 
under lend-leusc, and 90 par cent, of the 
total was drawn from the Swedish loan- 
The original loan of o million Swedish 
kronor was increased in July of 
last year to 7.1 million, equivalent to 
Eth.^5J75,9®2-50. or approximately 
£517,600. Thus, by 10th September, 1946, 
40 j>er cent, of the loan had been spent. I 
am informed that by the end of 1946 almost 
half the loan had been drawn The state¬ 
ment show?: that during 193b E,(\ a mere 
£@,700 of the ban was spent on the impor¬ 
tation of Swedish goods, os compared with 
£200,000 on Swedish sendees—principally 
tbr salavies nf a<I y iaers. Since there n re no 
grounds for expecting further Swedish 
loans to he extended to Ethiopia* the proa- 
poets for the Swedish advisers cannot lie 
very bright for 1948, 

5. The cost, in terms of remittances of 
foreign currency, of the non-Swedish 
advisers in the country is, however, still 
heavier, since the figure of " Other under 
i-liter current payments. £336,600, Is made 
up p rind pally of remit mures abroad made 
by them Jt will be remembered that under 
lb is heading the Ethiopian Government 
made provision, when submitting a request, 
forwarded under cover of my despatch 
No. 14 of oth February* 1947. for an alloca¬ 
tion of United States dollars, for United 
S I n r r> @ 13l).lk K), a bon s £ 32-31H'. w h ich 
was to have covered the remittance* of the 
Americans alone, excluding the Trans- 
World Airline technicians of the Ethio¬ 
pian Air Lines. 

(5. The only remaining figure in the 1938 
E.U. statement, which calls for elucidation 
is that of 11 Other " under Special Receipts, 
amounting to £190,000 Most of this sum 
is made up of expenditure by the British 
Military Mission in Ethiopia. 

7. While it. is not possible to make tiny 
exact forecast of the way in which the 
1939 E A ' balance of payments will emerge . 
certain salient flu tors are of interest It 
is reasonable to anticipate that the 
unfavourable balance of trade of 1938 K.U 
wit] lie reversed, and that as a result of 
the ever higher prices which cereals and 
oil-seeds are commanding, there w ill Ik* a 
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surplus of exports over imports, even 
w ithout including gold. For the first half 
of 1939 E.U., exports totalled nearly 
Kth.$@0 million as against imports of 
Erb.&24 million, and with less than two 
months of the current year to run there is 
no indication that the demand for Eth U>- 
piau products is likely to fall in the near 
future. The non-trade current outward 
payments may increase a little but will 
presumably not alter very appreciably in 
total although the details may change 
somewhat ■ they will include subscriptions 1 ! 
to P.r.U AO and I.A.T.A.. and to the 
World Bank and Monetary Fund, mid 
there is United States $ 12.4,0011 to he paid 
in respect of the repayment of war surplus 
credit, but the Boundary Commission 
expenses should be lower. As regards 
inward payments, gold exports were 
originally estimated to yield 
Eth.$10 million, and during the first half 
year gold to the value of F.th.f5,278,696 
was exported. Iteceipis on investments 
should be higher in 1938 E.C. in view of 
the increased in vestments of the Currency 
Fund. SjKKjial receipts will be lower since 


there will have been no deliveries under 
Lend-lease. The export of East African 
shillings does not affect the balance of pay¬ 
ments. since the credit obtained must ti*ft 
invested to provide cover for the Ethiopian 
currency issued to replace them. Similarly 
exports of Marin Theresa dollars will be 
offset by the Ethiopian coins minted iu 
their place. The Swedish loan is likely lo 
he drawn upon to the same extent ns in 
ip3S E.r„ and there may also be drawings 
on thee red i t a v a j la bl e under the 3 mi i 1 i on 
United States dollar loan which was 
granted by America last year but only 
confirmed early in 1939 E.C" 

8, For this year at least. Ethiopia's 
balance of payments would appear to give 
no cause for alarm, thanks to the continued 
world shortage of those prod nets which 
Ethiopia exports

However* until f sic] 
weie were [sic J in a position to expose to 
you the situation of the two limitrophe 
k-ounines, we art? happy to tell you that 
Ethiopian steamers; are now mailing the 
seny flying our Hag and carrying the 
ancient history names of Adolfs Walw&l 
and Babr Negash. 

1 his is one of the result* achieved front 
our last year's programme. 

** 2, After signing the Peace Treaty with 
Italv we have submitted to our neighbours 
ami friends, the British EGovernment. a. 
draft f ir a permanent treaty to replace the 
tempcJi'&ry wa r- ti me agreemen t, T he draft 
is being studied by that Government and 
we have resolved to firing the negotiations 
to a conrlusfou in the near future. In the 
same draft we have requested the return 
of our Ogadcn province, which was tom- 
por&rjjy placed under British military 
administration in order to contribute to the 
effective prosecution of the war and without 
prejudice to the underlying sovereign tv of 
our empire. 

3. ' In addition to the question of the 
relation of the two TO untries of Great 
Britain ami Ethiopia, our effort is also 
constant in the question of Eritrea and 
ex-Italian Somaliland which we have 
always kept in view although the problem 
concerning these two provinces is one of 
relation with si different aspect of world 
organisation. Even though Miese provinces 
are known to belong to Ethiopia historically 
and ethically the fact that they have 


remained under foreign rule a lung period 
has opened the question ami made it seem 
desirable for the nations of ihc world to 
enquire and ascertain the opinion of the 
inhabitants. The great struggle, made 
before the nations of the world in order to 
bring back the two provinces which were 
torn away from their mother country, has 
now ended and a Commission of Enquiry 
is being sent to rhose provinces. The 
struggle now devolves u[Mm the populations 
of the two provinces. 

4. The moment is approach mg when 
the struggle and manifestations made by 
the people of Eritrea and ex-Italian 
Somali hurl for anion with Ethiopia and 
return to the mother country should bear 
fruit. 

5. By our efforts, which we have 
pursued to Uiis day, it has been possible 
for ns to pul into their hands the mourn 
pa ruble oppt >mirdty to rejoin Ethiopia. At 
this moment when preparations are being 
made tu send a commission to these 
provinces which Italy called her colonies 
but which she renounced at the iVmc 
Conference held in Paris, we understand 
that the Indian Minister For Foreign 
Affairs Count Sforza, is in London. 

“fl- If he presents a claim to these 
ex Italian colonics, we iruat that the 
Governments of Great Britain. America, 
Russia and France, who fought as cham¬ 
pions for justice and equity, will not 
consent, Our Government has been called 
upon to send to Umdon n representative to 
discuss th< question of those provinces.

9. A to Aklilou said that he fully appre¬ 
ciated this but hoped that, when he 
returned to Addis Ababa from New York 
in about fifteen days time, he would be able 
lo give the Emperor some indication of our 
reactions to the Ethiopian draft.

II, A to Aklilou said Lhat he -wished 
there to be no misunderstandings tie tween 
us regarding this matter. The Ethiopian 
Government were most auxin ms in cun dude 
an agreement regarding an exchange of 
territory in this area so as to ensure the 
revision of the frontier between British 
Somaliland and Ethiopia in a manner 
satisfactory to His Majesty's Government, 
it. was the intention of the Ethiopian 
Government that negotiations on the sub¬ 
ject of the new t r eat v, on the one hand, and 
of the exchange of territory between 
British Somaliland and Ethiopia on the 
other, should run concurrently. They were 
two separate matters, hut it was the aim of 
his Government that, by the time the terms 
of the treaty had Iwen agree it upon, we 
should also have reached agreement on tile 
frontier question.

3. The beginning of the speech, in 
accordance with JI is Imperial Majesty’s 
constant policy of giving importance in 
internal affairs to the need <tf increased 
education, dealt with the results attained 
last year in this field and his policy for the 
L-omi ng yea r 1’he E mperor sa i d tha 1 1 t wing 
to financial difficulties fewer students had 
been sent abroad than was intended, but 
that the number of schools in Ethiopia had 
increased and that this has brought nearer 
the time when it should be possible to make 
education compulsory throughout the 
country. A proclamation to this effect is 
being drafted and will he presented to 
Parliament as soon as i( rs completed. 


4. His Imperial Majesty then dealt with 
communications and mentioned the in¬ 
auguration of the Ethiopian Air Lines. 
After making those references to the draft 
Arario-Ethiopian Treaty and the disposal 
of Eritrea and I talian Somaliland, to which 
I have already drawn attention, the speech 
ended with allusions to the unfortunate 
economic and political conditions still 
obtaining in many pan* of the world. The 
Emperor recognised that Ethiopia's diffi¬ 
culties are less than those of many 
countries, especially in regard to the pro¬ 
duction of rood-stuffs, promised that the 
resounds of the country would Ik> made 
available to other countries which are in 
need of them and finished his speech by 
stressing the necessity for the world to 
avoid division and unite and by advocating 
dose collaboration with the United Nations 
as the best means to attain this end,
